"I cannot say anything about my 


own works which are connected with 
the national defence, but I may state 
that one of the characteristics of the 
past war, has been the coming or 
chemistry into the game.

"It is certain that the future war

fare should not exclusively be con- 
idered in making shells and

Tornadoes which swept eight states on Sunday took a toll of 


approximately 5|00 lives, destroyed millions of dollars' worth of. 
property and left hundreds of families homeless. The injured 
are being care for in temporary buildings. La Grange, Ga., was 
believed to be the hardest hit by the storm, between 40 and 60 
were reported killed there and 300 homeless. West Point, Ga., 
reported 6 dead and Agricula, Ala., 5 dead. The storm first 
made its appearance at St. Louis where one was killed. It swept 
northwest over Ohio, Illinois, MissourFand extended to Wisconsin-

War 


Poison Gas In Next War 


' 
By M. MOUEEAU 


(French Chemist and Inventor) 


"I cannot say anything about my 


own works which are connected with 
the national defence, but I may state 
that one of the characteristics of the 
past war, has been the coming or 
chemistry into the game. 


"Should a new war break out, one 


may presume that it would be still 
more chemical—essentially chemical 
—and consequently,, much more dan- 
gerous even outside the fighting zone.
